The Times of Viet Nam is published six 
days a week at Saigon, Viet Nam. It i.s a 
tabloid size publication of considerable in­ 
terest. The publication of this strife-ridden, 
divided Asiatic republic contains a small 
amount of advertising. The one and only 
a d in the last issue pertaining to enter­ 
tainment, a ballroom, was one column wide 
and two inches deep. 
Most of the other ads pertained to prod­ 
ucts for the home and comforts of life 
and transportation. The 
largest 
advertisement 
in the newspaper was 
two columns wide and 
^ 
seven inches deep The 
editorial and news side in V’ict Nam must 
really have pull. Periodic checking of the 
daily paper have failed to show any story 
dealing with sex, crime, corruption, etc. 
Not that these people do not have strong 
feelings. They do, as proven by a front 
page editorial dealing with the question of 
reunification of the country. 
The northern part of Viet Nam is ruled 
by Communism while the south is a free 
and democratic republic. The editorial dis­ 
cusses false claims and promi.ses on reuni­ 
fication issued regularly by the Communist 
north and its own government’s declara­ 
tion on reunification. 
On the meaningless talk from the north, 
the editor states “ the Republic of Viel Nam, 
on the other hand,,had kept silent. Silence 
was thought best. When a dog barks at 
you, just ignore him and he will shut up. 
Moreover, the government repugncs at the 
Idea of having anything to do with the 
devil.” 
★ 
No mincing of words there. Only three 
pictures can be found in the entire publi­ 
cation of one clay. 'Phis is probably due to 
two things; the cost of engravings and the 
emphasis on written information. There are 
some articles meant merely to entertain but 


most of them are aimed at informing. 
Another editorial goes a long way in ex­ 
plaining the Asiatic and European way of 
looking at thing.s. They do not act witfi 
ha.ste and their deci.sions are carefully c'on* 
sidered before 
bcung inaugurated. They 
are also slow to take up the ways of west­ 
ern civilization. 
★ 
The I nited States has a number of tech­ 
nical advisers in many foreign lands. The 
Times editorial states that Viet Nam both 
wants and needs the.se advisers. It is pointed 
out that the adviser’s role is a difficult one 
becau.sc he is expected to be an expert. 
To be an expert, he must narrow his 
field of learning. In ichievmg the role of 
expert in one field, the individual does not 
have time to acquire learning in other lields. 
Thus, the foreign expert or adviser cannot 
l)c «‘xpected to know the complex pattern 
of sociological, economic and political fac­ 
tors that play upon the land in which he 
i.s working. 
But, the editorial .state.s, the adviser or 
expert should know that authorities of the 
land are aware of the.se 
factors and the advice 
of the expert must be 
judged in a much larg­ 
er framework than that 
of his own specialized knowledge. The edi­ 
torial states that the advi.ser mn.st first 
recognize that he is not the authority, not 
(he mini.ster, not the director, not (he c hief 
of .service and not the chief of section. Here, 
perhaps is a little food for thought on our 
part. 
Perhaps we are too inclined to take the 
word of an expert as that of an authority. 
We recognize that the expert in streets, 
parks, schools, etc. may know all there i.s 
about that particular .subject but he quite 
likely does not know anything about our 
area or our people. Maybe we should give 
his (‘Xpert advice more time to sink in and 
b(*come dige.sted before we put it to work.

Voters Take Firm Stand 


Regardless of how you interpret it, one 
thing is certain - 
Omaha voters left no 
doubt about their feelings in turning down 
the “ Omaha Plan.” They emphatically stat­ 
ed they w’antcd no part of a program which 
called for total expenditures of some $68 
million 
But all sorts of (‘onclusions will now be 
drawn from the outcome. Some people will 
say that the vote was proof of the fact that 
taxes are too high already. Others will 
claim that it was the package pre.scntation 
which defeated the 13 issues. .Some will 
say it was a combination 
of 
both 
that 
brought out the negative reaction at the 
polls. 
Those who have special 
interests will 


pick them out of the program and lay the 
defeat at their feet. People who are again.st 
urban renewal will say the vote was a clear 
indication of the fact that the public doesn’t 
want such a program. Others wlio might 
be opposed to airport improvements, to new 
libraru's or other issues will say the same 
thing about those projects. 
\Vc will not attempt to say what the 
reasoning of the Omaha voters was in 
'I'uesday’s election. We hope that Lincoln 
studies the results lor whatever help such 
an analysis can give but we al.so hope that 
the outcome does not di.scourage this city 
from going ahead with planned improve­ 
ments of its own. 


University Moves Ahead 


Univensity of Nebraska officials have an­ 
nounced the dratting ot tentative plans for 
the raising of funds nc'cded to match (ho 
$2,600,000 W. K. Kellogg Foundation grant 
for a Continuing Education Center on the 
campus. To make the center a reality, the 
university must match the Kellogg funds 
with $1,100,000 of its own money. 
To do this, a statewide campaign us 
planned and consideration is now being giv­ 
en to the selection of a slate campaign chair­ 
man and county chairmen. To say that the 
job will be an easy one would be foolish. 
To raise $1,100,000 by the end of the year 
is going to be a big job. It is one, however, 
which university officials fully realize as 
of vital importance to the institution, to 
Lincoln and to Nebraska. 
The recent trip by Nebraskans to Michi­ 
gan State University at East Lansing to 
study the Kellogg Center there wa.s most 
rewarding and enlightening. If every citi- 


zen of the state could sc(’ Ihi.s development, 
tliere would be no doubt of the sueeess of 
the fund-raising campaign. It is a project 
which brings the people of a large area 
into close contact and intimate a.ssociatioii 
with the university. 
It brings many people into a community 
which is of more than passing interest to 
the businessmen. It offers business and in­ 
dustry itself an invaluable aid in fields of 
research and expanded 
knowl(*dge. 
But 
above all, it opens the vast mine of learning 
impounded at the university to all the 
people of the state. 
The university is to be congratulated on 
getting an early start on its fund-raising 
campaign. Bui while U will need all the 
time it has, there is no reason to doubt that 
Its efforts will be anything but successful. 
If people will only listen to the story of the 
Kellogg Center, they will want to support 
it to the best of their ability.

Two news stories this week are eloscdy 
rtlated and equally disturbing in one way 
or another. In one case, the city is being 
sued for $55,000 by a boy and his father 
in connection with the youth’s loss of his 
foot. The foot was amputated after in­ 
fection set in, allegedly resulting from an 
injury received when the boy stepped on a 
board along Dead Man’s Run and ran a nail 
. into his foot. 


It is claimed that the nail brought on 
infection because of the fact that raw sew­ 
age was being dumped mto the crt'ek. Re­ 
gardless of the outcome of the ca.se or the 
legal questions involved, it is unfortunate 
I that the situation has come about. 
; 
It is regrettable, to be sure, that such an 
i injury was suffered by this boy. It is un­ 
fortunate that the situation existed w'hich 
provided the grounds for this suit against 
the city. The situation, raw sewage in the 
creek, should have been cleared up yea is 
ago as it has been a point of discussion for 
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as long as this writer can remember. Why 
the condition was left as it is for so long is 
an involved story but it is enough to say 
that it should not have been permitted. 
A second story brings some consolation. 
That is the story on City Council approval 
of plans and specifications for a $243,500 
sanitary sewer improvement which will 
correct this particular Dead Man’s Hun 
problem. But so far as the suit against the 
city IS concerned, the action is too little too 
late. For the future, it is better late than 
never but it should also serve to show in 
the future the extravagance and shortcom­ 
ings of needless and useless delay. Now that 
the city has its financing for a ma j o r 
sewer improvement program in hand, it 
IS hoped that no time is lost in getting all 
the work involved finished.

WARSAW’. Poland - For 
a long time the great na­ 
tional hymn, “ God Save Po­ 
land,” was frowned upon in 
this country. But after the 
1956 upheaval the Poles again 
began to sing this national 
chant with its profound un­ 
dertone of longing and res­ 
olution. 
In 1939 Poland was a feu­ 
dal aristocracy. Great land­ 
owners lived in princely fash­ 
ion, with retinues of liveried 
servants, in 
manor 
houses 
that were actually palaces. 
Because of their iarge-scale 
organization these big estates 
had an agricultural produc­ 
tion that was highly efficient. 
The large holdings w e r e 
broken up after the war, and 
today, instead of being 
a 
food-exporting country as it 
was before 1940, Poland must 
import one million tons of 
grain a year. As one meas­ 
ure of Polish dependence on 
its powerful neighbor to the 
east, 45 per cent of wheat 
consumed here comes from 
Russia. 
-ir 
The statistics of this de­ 
pendence make painfully ev­ 
ident the cautious course Po­ 
land must tolloxv. All petro­ 
leum and 82 per cent of pe­ 
troleum products come from 
Russia. Seventy-four per cent 
of its iron ore, 100 per cent of 
its manganese, 100 per cent 
of its nickel, 90 per cent of 
its zinc and 66 per cent of 
its cotton will be imported 
in the current year from the 
Soviet Union. In short, the 
whole ba.sis of industry and 
transportation is d e r i v e d 
from a single source, and 
the source is the all-powerful 
center of the Soviet bloc. 
ih)land cannot export to the 
Soviet Union enough of her 
own products to pay for the 
necessities she imports. This 
means that Moscow carries

There have been several 
clashes in recent years over

The concept of an atomic- 
free neutral zone originated 
with Polish Minister .Adam 
Kapacki, and xx'hile it was 
modified under Russian pres­ 
sure, the Rapacki plan rep­ 
resented 
Poland’s greatest 
hopes. Washington’s rejection 
co p y rig h t. la.SB, Ry 
l F .Sy n d Uat*.

of the plan caused great dis­ 
appointment. 
Disengagement — the cre­ 
ation of a zone separating the 
great povx^er blocs—is for the 
Poles the 
best 
chance 
of 
holding and perhaps eventu­ 
ally enlarging their island of 
independence. But even if 
this opportunity should open 
up with the beginning of an 
agreement that might grow 
out of talks on methods of 
inspection 
and 
control 
of 
atomic testing, there would 
remain the fact of Poland’s 
economic dependence. 


Part of this dependence 
must be put down to the at­ 
tempt to impose the Com­ 
munist pattern on the coun­ 
try. .Although the farms are 
being 
decollectivized 
a n d 
forced deliveries of grain are 
being suspended, 
Gomulka 
and the other leaders keep 
saying that Socialism is the 
eventual goal for all agricul­ 
ture. 
As in all new Uommunisi 
coiiiitries, rapid industrializa­ 
tion has been the goal. The 
government announced some 
months ago that s u r p l u s 
workers were to be dismissed 
from thefr mdustriat jnbs and 
work 
found 
for 
them 
on 
farms or in the s e r v i c e 
trades. And this produced a 
challenge 
from 
orthodox 
( ommunists who made dif­ 
ficulties for Gomulka until he 
met them head-on and oust­ 
ed them from the C'ommu. 
nist party’s central commit­ 
tee. 
The 
readjustment 
is 
slowly taking place. 
Life in Poland is condition­ 
al, lived from day to da*^ 
With stoicism and patience 
that the Poles have so often 
known in the past. They may 
get some consolatior 
from 
the fact that they are not 
alone in their uncertainty.

To the editor of The Lin­ 
coln Star: I am writing be­ 
cause my attention has been 
called to occasional refer­ 
ences in Nebraska newspa­ 
pers to the alleged fact that 
Omaha and Winnebago In­ 
dian reservations t a k e a 
deep cut in the amount of 
taxable property in the coun­ 
ties. 
Persons with little famili­ 
arity with problems affect­ 
ing American 
Indians 
be- 
lieve that Indians are not 
taxpayers. The fact of the OFF TFlE RECORD 
matter is that Indians do 
pay taxes — sales t a x e s , 
gasoline taxes, income taxes, 
etc. There is only one tax 
from which many Indians are 
exempt and that is the real 
estate tax. 
What even the specialisl.s 
in Indian affairs do not know 
is that in Nebraska, the In­ 
dians pay real property taxes 
as well. 
Roughly 60,000 acres, or 92 
per cent of the land owned 
by the Winnebago and Oma­ 
ha tribes, are subject to real 
property taxation. Only a lit­ 
tle more than 5,000 acres, or 
8 per cent, are tax-exempt. 
We are advised that this tri­ 
bal land IS not very valu­ 


able. Whatever income may 
be derived from it supports 
the governmental functions 
of the tw'o tribes. Con.sequenl- 
ly, the tax-exempt status of 
the land in question cannot 
possibly be considered a se­ 
rious problem to the coun­ 
ties.

Liebers, and Stanley Port- 
sche. This is a state law 
which, without an amend­ 
ment 
by Terry Carpenter 
that it must be voted in by 
each city, would have given 
an authority appointed by the 
Council the right to acquire 
any property within the city 
limits and even beyond—not 
being purchased for public 
domain but for resale. 
It is no wonder real estate 
investors desire such a law, 
as it could become one of the 
greatest land grabs since the 
purchase of Manhattan Is­ 
land.
